to the designs of Kennedy & Donkin, the Consulting Engineers for the 

North-West England Electricity Scheme. The Architects are Thomas 
Worthington & Sons. It has been built by Messrs. John Laing & Son, 
Ltd., of Carlisle, and the illustration shows the finishing touches being given 
to the surfaces of the concrete walls, immediately after the removal of the 
shuttering, and before the basement was covered in. The basement is 92 feet 
long by 22 feet wide, and it is sunk 8 feet deep in ground that is sometimes 
waterlogged to its very surface. To prevent flooding, the walls and floor were 
formed with an inner lining of concrete waterproofed by the addition of 3 lbs.

THE NEW YEAR 


HE usual messages for a New Year are by nature 

and custom tinged with optimism, and we usually 

set ourselves to face the future and forget, just for the 

occasion, all the unpleasant things that have passed, 

which we hope will not be repeated. This year we 

cannot hope to adjust ourselves to such a mood, though 

there has never been greater need for good hope. The 

times are too solemn, the task too great, and the sorrows 
of war too real for anyone to pretend to a light heart. 

The architectural profession has its own perplexities 
to add to those of ordinary citizenship, and the task of 
reconciling the interests of a country at war with the 
hard facts of personal existence is one of special difficulty 
for the profession, as indeed it is for the building trade 
generally. . 

It is, in fact, obvious that if respect for the essentials 
of war-waging is followed to its complete and logical 
conclusion nearly all the architects, and a large propor- 
tion of the builders, must resign themselves to unemploy- 
ment for the duration of the war. In actual fact, 
however, such a totalitarian plan is not being followed. 
If it were, there would be no petro! for pleasure driving, 
no theatres or amusements, no luxuries of any kind ; in 
fact, none of the things which make life under war 
conditions barely tolerable. Common-sense has dictated 
a certain discretion in these matters, and the same 
motives which have dictated a reasonable relaxation in 
such affairs should recognise also that the right to earn 
a living is the most necessary component of national 
morale. 

It is of the nature of war plans that they should 
observe the immediate prospect first, and rely to a great 
extent on opportunism to meet the new difficulties of 
the future, but we feel that this can be carried too far, 
and that the future can be unnecessarily prejudiced by 
these means. Taxation and shortage will inevitably 
curtail private expenditure, and it seems unnecessary 
for any special appeal to be made to forgo capital 
works for the duration of the war. Building is one of 
those things expenditure upon which creates wealth, 
not destroys it, and so long as such work is confined as 
far as possible to an internal exchange of goods and 
services, the money spent is merely transferred to a new 
source from which to make national savings, while 
avoiding on their course a considerable outlay on un- 
employment pay, and much want and distress among 
those who have no claims upon the fund. 

We feel that the pressure of events has borne too 
hardly upon the architects, builders and operatives, 
who represent such a large section of the nation that the 
repercussions are likely to be of more importance than 
has been realised in high places. 

In war time, also, bureaucracy comes into its own, but 
rather than see the existing official departments in- 
flated to a war standard, we are convinced that a full 
use of the now partly inactive civil population would 
make for greater efficiency and justice. Building, to 
an extensive scale, will continue as the war effort in- 
creases, and numerous practices are in being with all 
their resources available to reinforce the normal official 
machinery. Such resort to existing sources of action 


would introduce fresh ideas, and would obviate much of 
the need for increased administrative accommodation, 
besides making taxpayers of people who have otherwise 
lost all means of income. This aspect of war-planning 
should be a primary concern of the authorities. 

Plans have undoubtedly been upset by the fact that 
the enemy has not so far adopted a ruthless policy of 


civil bombing. Such action was anticipated as an early 
outcome of war, and for that reason the architectural 
profession became a reserved occupation, and its members 
denied the right to seek alternative livelihoods while 
they remained within its fold. While we are all thankful 
that the threat has not materialised so far, we can have 
no confidence that the danger has passed or that the 
national precautions can be safely discontinued. We 
must therefore face the fact that, although the archi- 
tectural profession has now been taken off the list of 
reserved occupations, a large proportion of its members 
will remain in reserve by force of circumstances ready 
to act in vital emergency, unless they are forced by 
circumstances to leave the profession in the interim and 
seek new means of livelihood. It would be disastrous 
if the skilled help were lacking when the emergency 
arose. 

. It is thus not only a matter of personal interest to the 
architects that provision should be made for them until 
they are needed upon the work which has been antici- 
pated, and it should be remembered that until a few 
weeks ago the country had definitely set them aside as a 
skilled reserve for work deemed to be of essential 
national importance. It is usual to pay retaining fees 
to professional men upon whom it is proposed to call 
for services at the appropriate time, but no such recogni- 
tion has been offered to the architects during the four 
months in which they have been denied the right to 
take up work outside their professional sphere. This 
fact should. make it all the more plain that the country 
owes a debt to the profession which it should take the 
earliest opportunity of repaying. 

This will best be done by planning with the fact of an 
inactive profession always in mind, and seeking to find 
an outlet for the patriotic services of skilled men. Such 
work should be of such a nature that it could be broken 
off in an emergency, ready to be taken up again when 
free and without loss of the efforts that have been 
made. For instance, we have heard from many sources 
that there are grave misgivings as to whether the hasty 
form in which contracts were made after and just before 
the war has not led to excessive waste and unnecessary 
costs. Such fears may or may not be well founded, but 
all the time there are such suspicions abroad, our war 
effort is prejudiced. It would not be amiss for 
architects to be engaged upon scrutinising the accounts 
of these war-time contracts to seek any just relief to the 
Exchequer ; and if their deliberations did no more than 
show that all has been well, such a reassurance to the 
public would be well worth paying for. 

The sustaining thought in this New Year is that we 
are engaged not only in a just cause, but in a winning 
one. In the architectural world, also, we have yet 
another vision beyond the day of peace, in that we shall 
count the cost well worth while if peace brings with it a 
new social spirit, and our efforts have not so exhausted us 
that we are incapable of planning afresh the social 
structure upon which civilisation depends. Architects 
are blessed with the power to infuse order and beauty 
into human plans, and their part will be an important 
one in the building up of a new world upon the ruins of 
the old. They will do this not with a ruthless disregard 
for the achievements of the past, but with a due regard 
for the best traditions, the ignoring of which has brought 
about the chaos of the moment. 

It is to that future we look in extending to our readers 
our good wishes for a happy and prosperous future, 
whether it arrives in 1940 or in years to come. 
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BATTERSEA POWER STATION EXTENSION. 


The scheme for the extension of Battersea Power Station is progressing steadily, 
despite the difficulties caused by the outbreak of war. The familiar two reinforced 
concrete chimneys are now being joined by a third, and eventually a fourth chimney 
will be erected. The internal diameter of the chimney is 28 ft. 2 in. at its base, and 
22 ft. | in. at the top, whilst the length of the shaft is 171 ft. and the height to the top 
is 352 ft. 6 in. O.D. The thickness of the shell at the base is 10 in. tapering to 9 in. 
at the bottom of the reeds or fluting. Upwards from this point the shell is 6 in. 
thick, with the reeds projecting 3 in., and at the top of the chimney, above the 
concrete band, the thickness of the shell is 4 in. The work is being carried out under 
the direction of Sir Leonard Pearce, C.B.E., D.Sc., M.Inst.C.E. (Engineer in Chief). 
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‘Reserved Occupations’’: Removal of 


Architects from Schedule. 

Tue Ministry of Labour and National 
Service announces that the occupations 
of architect and architectural draughts- 
nan have been deleted from the schedule. 

This—the first removal of a profession 
rom the schedule—has the effect of leav- 
ng architects of all ages free to under- 
ake any form of war service, military or 
‘ivil. It does not affect the Central 
Register operated by the R.I.B.A. 

This brief announcement must be taken 
is a confession of official inability to make 
use of the services of architects in suffi- 
cient numbers to justify their reservation. 
the precise reasons for this waste of 
special talent must be many; not least 
must be the self-evident fact that the 
architectural profession has not yet con- 
vinced the layman and the departmental 
mind of the exact nature of the services 
it can render as planners of buildings in 
relation to processes and problems. That 


this is so attaches no blame to the 
R.I.B.A. which, for years past, has 
done much to instruct the layman in 


architecture and in the services rendered 
by architects. Responsibility must be 
placed at the door of the Government, 
which, in spite of protecting the profes- 
sion, had not taken the complementary 
-tep of visualising architects’ services as 
a proper part of the war scheme. As Mr. 
T. E. Scott, F.R.1.B.A., has recently said : 

‘Prom the beginning, starting with the 
A.R.P. preparations, nearly all the vast 
building works have been carried out 
without any proper architectural assist- 
anee.... Because of the war the whole 
profession is being shelved, yet in the 
Government’s building plans there is 
everyday evidence of a wastage of effort. 
inaterial and meney which could be 
avoided.”’ 

There is still time for much of the ill- 
effects of this action to be avoided and for 
architects to be allowed to make their 
contribution to the war effort; this would 
be essential if the serious time-lag in a 
post-war building programme is to be 
avoided.

Essex County Council’s special com- 
mittee have considered the suggestion of 
the London County Council that, despite 
the restriction upon capital expenditure 
imposed by H.M. Treasury, it may be pos- 
sible for the various interested councils 
to proceed with negotiations for the pur- 
chase of properties included in the Green 
self proposals on the following lines, 
namely, that in appropriate cases con- 
tracts for the purchase of such properties 
be concluded providing for the postpone- 
ment of the completion of the purchase 
and the payment of the purchase money, 
until, say, six months after the termina- 
tion of the war, and that interest on the 
purchase money be paid in the meantime. 


It is understood that the Minister of 
Health has always been strongly in 


favour of the scheme, and that he con- 
siders that it would be most unfortunate 
if circumstances arising out of the present 
emergency should lead to its discontinu- 
ance; the Council’s committee feel, never- 
theless, that they are not in a position to 
recommend that the Council adopt the 
London County Council’s suggestion with- 
out further examination of the issues in- 
volved, and have therefore deferred the 
making of any decision, pending a closer 
investigation of the position.

Discovery of Saxon Church Tower, 
Carlton-in-Lindrick, Worksop. 

SEVERAL discoveries of archeological 
interest have been made at Carlton-in-

latest interesting find has been made in 
the 50-ft. high Saxon tower, which dates 
from about a.p. 700, in which a still 
earlier tower, some 20 ft. high, has been 
discovered. This tower, it would seem, 
was used as a base for the higher tower. 
In addition, an arch in the earlier tower, 
10 ft. high and 8 ft. wide, has been re- 
vealed by the removal of brick and wood- 
work which had blocked up the arch for 
over a century. This newly discovered 
arch bears a strong resemblance to that 
at Corhampton Church, Hampshire, 
which is known to date from A.p. 640.

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WAR SUPPLIES 


THE POSITION OF THE SMALL FIRMS. 


At a Press Conference held on Friday 
last, the Minister of Supply (Mr. Leslie 
Burgin) reviewed the work undertaken by 
his Department since the outbreak of 
war. 

His aim was to emphasise the “‘ quicken- 
ing of the pace’’ as compared with the 
1914-1918 war; this, he said, could be re- 
presented by an arithmetical multiple 
which varied from three to five. The 
Minister proceeded -+to detail the steps 
being taken to ensure supplies of raw 
materials and finished products. Among 
the facts and figures given were that since 
the outbreak of war contracts to the value 
of £234 millions had been placed for 
metals, guns and ammunition, vehicles, 
schemes for aiding production, machine 
tools, optical and scientific instruments 
and explosives. In addition, contracts of 
a long-term’ nature had been entered into 
for wool, copper, lead, zinc, aluminium, 
paper, timber, hemp and flax amounting 
to hundreds of millions of pounds. “* By 
this means,” declared Mr. Burgin, “ we 
have been able to secure in many cases 
pre-war prices, thus saving the State vast 
sums of money.” 

The Minister next dealt with the firms 
who were carrying out the work. There 
were now on the Ministry of Supply lists 
over 15,000 firms, of which 2,190 had been 
added since the outbreak of war. These 
were administered through 16 controls. 
There had been built 20 new ordnance 
factories at a cost of £45,000,000, while 
contractors’ factories to the number of 
over 300 had been enlarged at a cost of 
over £10,000,000. 

The position of the small firms’ poten- 
tial contribution to the task ahead was 
then dealt with by Mr. Burgin, who said: 

““We are adding small firms to the list 
of contractors every day, every week, 
every month. But you cannot employ 
smaller firms and increase the rate of de- 
livery. You cannot employ smaller firms 
and keep the cost down. You have to 
realise that the extent to which you em- 
ploy the smaller firms is a recognition of 
a social and industrial need which will 
inevitably slow up delivery and cost some- 
thing more. We shall, however, use the 
smaller firms increasingly ; wherever there 
is capacity to do what we really want we 
shall employ them.”’ 

The Minister then invited questions. 
In reply to a journalist, who mentioned 
the hardship caused by the fish shortage 
to a group of manufacturers of certain 
pressed metal goods, he advised that a 
representative committee should present 
the case to Lord Woolton (Honorary 
Adviser on Clothing and Textile), who had 
orders to place among the smaller firms 
for general equipment other than am- 
munition. 

In reply to several questions on the 
timber position, Mr. Burgin said that the 
shortage was due to the fact that supplies 
from the Baltic had stopped and that the 
arrangements for securing shipments 
from Yugoslavia and other Central Euro- 
pean States necessarily took time to com- 
plete. The position was complicated by 
the fact that shipments from the Baltic 
might conceivably recommence. 

In reply to a further question, the 
Minister stated that all Government De- 
partments now had instructions to use 
alternative materials to timber wherever 
possible, and wherever such construction 
did not involve the use of paper, which 
was also a controlled material. 

A question as to the possibility of 
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utilising the services of a greater range 
of building firms elicited the reply that 
while the Ministry of Supply did not 
undertake any great volume of building 
work, he understood that leaders of the 
building industry had been received by 
other Ministers and that the matter was 
under consideration. If, as had been 
suggested, the greater part of defence 
building work had been entrusted to a 
very few firms of contractors, he (Mr. 
Burgin) could only suppose that the 
reason was that those firms had proved 
their ability to undertake the work 
successfully. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


A.A.S.T.A. and R.1.B.A. 
To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 

Str,—I noticed in your recent editorial 
comments on the relations between the 
A.A.S.T.A. and the R.I.B.A. an exhorta- 
tion to all sections of the profession to 
“sink their differences ’’ in the face of 
our present difficulties. It is disappoint- 
ing to find your welcome sympathy with 
the A.A.S.T.A. vitiated by the resurrec- 
tion of this decrepit “‘ Fairy Wish-fulfil- 
ment,’’ who can only confuse the issue by 
her pirouettes. The condition of the pro- 
fession cannot be improved by well- 
intentioned aphorisms. 

The R.I.B.A. is the dominant body in 
architectural affairs, but is itself domi- 
nated by private practitioners; this is not 
a matter of opinion but of fact. However 
sincere these gentlemen may be, they can- 
not help viewing the situation from their 
own economic point of view. This has 
been demonstrated repeatedly in the past, 
and has been no less true since war 
started; what active steps the War Execu- 
tive Committee has taken have been al- 
most exclusively directed towards secur- 
ing work for private practitioners. 

The A.A.8.T.A. may be accused of being 
similarly blind to the interests of any but 
the salaried architects which it represents, 
but in this it is in touch with reality. 
The structure of the profession has been 
changing for 30 years; ihe private practi- 
tioner is a dwindling force for social and 
economic reasons, while the salaried 
architects already account for 75 per 
cent. of the profession. 

It can, I think, hardly be denied that 
your exhortation means, in fact, that the 
profession should fall in meekly behind 
the present leadership, and that attempts 
to change that leadership should be aban- 
doned ‘for duration.” But this conten- 
tion ignores the fundamental fact that 
the basis of the A.A.S.T.A.’s attitude is 
that this leadership is the primary cause 
of the very poor figure cut by architects 
in our social economy, and of the virtual 
extinction of the profession since war 
started. If this belief is true, then you 
cannot expect those who hold it to 
acquiesce: in the control of our affairs by 
those who are responsible for the plight 
in which we find ourselves.

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BUILDING IN WAR TIME 


RESTRICTION OF NORMAL WORK. 


Tue following letter from the President 
of the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects (Mr. E. Stanley Hall) appeared in 
The Times for December 29: ‘‘ The causes 
of the present tragic position in the 
building industry are deep-rooted. No 
Government yet appears to have appre- 
ciated the highly important economic 
influence of this industry, although it is 
responsible for the employment oi 
approximately 25 per cent. of the total! 
insured industrial population. 

“The Government’s ban on new works 
involving the expenditure of public capi- 
tal, and the related ban on new issues, 
have stopped virtually all new civil 
building. The total value of such work: 
affected has been reliably estimated to 
be £200,000,000, leading to a direct loss of 
a potential national revenue of at least 
£10,000,000 per annum. The building in- 
dustries, suffering these and other restric- 
tions, have 359,000 unemployed operatives, 
resulting in an unproductive expenditure 
at the rate of £18,000,000 a year. Their 
employment would yield almost that 
amount in revenue. This means a total 
national loss of about £30,000,000 per 
annum. 

“The Lord Chancellor and the Minister 
of Health have both stated in Parliament 
recently that the building industry is 
suffering from a shortage of key mate- 
rials; in fact, except for timber (whic!) 
has been and is still being most waste- 
fully used) the direct contrary is the 
case. Large surpluses of building mate 
rials or of capacity for producing thein 
exist. The Government, in its war-time 
demands on the building industry, has 
not made full use of the technical and 
administrative resources of the architec- 
tural profession. This has been a con- 
tributory cause of many of the ills of the 
Government’s war-time building pro- 
grammes, although the function of organ- 
ising the production of buildings of all 
kinds is that of the architect in collabora- 
tion with the other partners in the build- 
ing industry. 

*‘The remedy is a simple one. The build- 
ing industry should be regarded as an 
entity and not as a collection of separate 
interests. There is hardly a problem oi 
any magnitude affecting the industry 
which is not one of common concern. 
Once this has been accepted as a prin- 
ciple of administration the logical out- 
come would seem to be the creation of a 
Ministry of Building as an effective 
means of safeguarding the country’s 
greatest peace-time industry—the ground- 
work of this great administrative reform 
is being prepared by the industry itself, 
but its adoption and development require 
sympathetic Government assistance.”

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HUTTING IN 
CONCRETE 


THE steps taken by the military and 
ivil departments to set up camps and 
iutments throughout the country have 
iaturally drawn attention to the suita- 
lity and availability of materials. At 
he outset of the war Government Depart- 
nents, to quote from a recent speech by 
Lord Wolmer, ‘‘were too prone to use the 
id materials with which they had had 
xperience, in many cases timber, and 
vere using their power wth the Timber 
‘ontrol to induce them to release for their 
lepartmental purposes vast quantities of 
imber which had to be imported at the 
xpense of British tonnage and British 
xchange.’ Such action could have been 
ustified had suitable alternative materials 
iot been available, but where huts may 
© erected as cheaply and quickly from 
material produced in this country it is 
lifficult to defend an action which has 
played no inconsiderable part in bringing 
ibout the timber shortage which is hitting 
ivil building so hard.

that Government Departments now had 
definite instructions in their building pro- 
grammes to make use of materials 
alternative to timber wherever possible. 

The uses and advantages of concrete 
have been demonstrated in practical form 
by the Cement and Concrete Associations 
who have followed up an exhibition of 
designs for single-storey buildings in 
concrete by arranging for the erection of 
five huts on a site at Coombe Hill golt- 
course. These have been inspected by 
senior offic:als from the War Office, Air 
Ministry and Office of Works. The types 
are as follows :— 

Typk A.—Mopin-tyre Hver.—In this 
system, foundations to the floors and to 
wall columns are provided by precast 
concrete stools set on in situ concrete. 
Thin ribbed concrete slabs about 6 ft. 
long by 18in. wide make up the floor. 
These slabs are supported by precast 
beams 6 ft. apart which rest on the stools, 
the surface being finished off with a }-in. 
rendering of cement mortar. The wall is 
divided into 12-ft. bays by precast con- 
crete columns and formed of vertical 
hollow units keyed and grouted together. 
These vertical units can be trough-shaped 
with wood fillets between them for the 
attachment of a wall-board lining if de- 
sired. Similar hollow or trough-shaped 
units which thrust against a_ precast 
gutter beam with steel ties at the columns 
are used for the construction of the roof. 
For larger spans the number of units in 
the cross-section of the roof is increased, 
giving it an arched form. Spaces between 
the units and at ridge and gutter are 
grouted up and the whole given a bitu- 
minous covering. 

Among the advantages claimed for such 
a system is the fact that the amount of 
steel required is a minimum, no external 
finish to the walls is needed, and adequate 
insulation is provided. Should it be con- 
sidered advisable to adopt a steel truss or 
flat roof supported on steel stanchions, 
the arrangements of the wall units may 
be modified slightly. The special gutter 
beam is no longer necessary, as a standard

gutter can be incorporated. A _ slight 
change in the width of joint between the 
vertical units makes it possible to comply 
with almost any spacing of doors and 
standard windows. 

(E. Mopin, Ltd., Leeds.) 


Type B.—Ptycrete System.—Low-pitch 
roofing has been applied to the hut of 
this type at Coombe Hill. The basis of 
the system is the use of a very light 
hollow-concrete block, formed by wrap- 
ping a good quality Kraft paper (brown 
wrapping paper) which has previously 
been covered with -§ in.-7% in. of cement 
mortar round a removable core. These 
blocks are laid between vertical precast 
wall units and rendered both inside and 
outside. For the floor the blocks can, if 
desired, be given additional strength by 
being reinforced with a further covering 
of cement. 

Construction of this type employs 
manual labour to a large extent, and 
great care has been taken that each unit 
shall be as light as pussible in order that 
it may be easily placed. The degree of

insulation provided is high, as the wall 
virtually consists of a number of sealed 
cells. 
(Couwdell and Stewart, SAA, Civil 
and Electrical Consulting Engineers). 

Type C.—Precast PavinG Sian Type.— 
Large quantities of paving slabs are 
available in stock and have appreciable 
residual value. They may be used as fill- 
ing within a framework. The surface may 
be rendered weatherproof by the insertion 
of pre-moulded bitumen strips between 
adjacent slabs 

A cavity wall is provided by an inner 
leaf of light-weight concrete blocks in 
order to minimise any possibility of con- 
densation and enable a fibre-board lining 
10 be fixed shouid this be thought desir- 
able.

Type D,—ReENbDERED Fasric Tyrr.—For 
these walls a very light 24-gauge steel 


framework of channel form with contin- 
uous holing (to allow easy adjustment to 
any particular spacing of windows and 
doors) is fixed between the stanchions, 
fabric is hung on both s‘des and wired to 
this framework. Standard steel windows 
are bolted to the framework and the

fabric cut away and folded back at inter- 
vals. Both inside and outside fabrics are 
then rendered, forming a cavity wall. 
The floor beams are cast in light metal 
formwork, fabric is stretched across thein 
with a certain amount of reinforcement 
and the surface rendered in cement 
mortar. 

Apart from the rendering, the weight of 
material to be transported is a minimum.

They may 
run either longitudinally or transversely, 
and be of either hollow or trough type, 
dependent on whether or not a_ fibre- 
board soffit is considered advisable. On 
page 7 is shown a design for a flat roof 
which can be combined with any of the 
designs of concrete wall infilling.

It is now many years since precast co! 
crete slabs were first used in place of timb: 
sheeting in shuttering. One of the be: 
known examples is the Dorchester Hotel 
Park-lane, London, where the terrazzo sla! 
on the exterior were erected first and uss 
as outside shuttering for the structural co: 
crete. The primary object here, as in mos: 
cases where precast. concrete facing ‘slabs ha 
been used as shuttering, was to obtain 
attractive surface at a reduced cost. 

In view of the present need to conser 
timber, the British Concrete Bureau, of 5°. 
Grosvenor-gardens, S.W.1, has adapted this 
idea, in conjunction with a standard syste 
of timber supports, for the construction 
floors and roofs as well as walls. The cor 
crete slabs measure 3ft. by 1 ft. Their thicl 
ness is 3in., which is increased to 1$in. i 
the form of webs around the edges ani 
across the centre. The webs are lightly rei) 
forced. The standard shuttering for a_ bean 
and slab floor is so arranged that timbers are 
placed at 3-ft. centres to carry the slabs. 
which have wires projecting from their uppe: 
(or webbed) face to tie them to the structuri! 
floor concrete. Beams are formed by placing 
concrete slabs in the beam-box supports—i: 
fact, the timber construction is similar to 
normal falsework, the principal difference 
being the use of concrete slabs, which are 
left as the face of the finished work, in plac 
of timber sheeting. It is anticipated that 
economy will be effected in timber falsework 
if these standard units are taken from one 
job to another, as well as in the use of con 
crete slabs in place of timber sheeting.

P. C. Blow, A.R.I.B.A. 

The following memoir of P. C. Blow. 
A.R.I.B.A. (whose death was reported in 
our last issue), has been sent by Majo 
H. P. G. Maule, President of the Essex. 
Cambridge and Hertfordshire Society o! 
Architects : — 

The death of Percival Cherry Blow i- 
a sad loss for the Essex, Cambridge an 
Hertfordshire Allied Society, for fev 
members can have given longer or mor 
faithful service to the Society, in variou 
capacities, than he has done for man 
years past; at the time of his suddei 
ilIness in September last he was_ tli 
honorary secretary. 

He was President of the Society i: 
1933-34, and had been Chairman of th: 
Hertfordshire Chapter, and served on th 
Committee for many years, always giving 
unfailing and energetic service. He had 
been an Associate Member of the R.I.B.A 
Council since 1935 and had served on 
various committees. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Architects’ Registration Coun- 
cil and was Chairman of the Professiona' 
Purposes Committee of the A.R.C.U.K. 

Mr. Blow’s architectural work la) 
mainly in and around St. Albans, wher 
he had practised for many years; it in- 
cluded extensive additions to St. Albans 
School, various works for Messrs. Sains- 
bury, factories at Luton and other places. 
and various bank premises for Messrs. 
Barclay at St. Albans, Hoddesdon, and 
Harpenden. 

It is often difficult to realise how mucl) 
our national life owes to the men who 
devote themselves voluntarily to profes- 
sional and social services of various kind= 
often giving up scanty leisure and doing 
thankless tasks for the sake of the com- 
munity. Percival Cherry Blow was one 
of these, and his many friends salute his 
memory.

This church was consecrated by the Bishop of 
London on June 28. The plan is cruciform with a 
tower at the crossing between the nave and the 
chancel, the transepts forming the chapel and the 
Children’s Corner. The aisles are not used for 
seats but as passages and processional way. 

The facing bricks are silver-grey, and the 
roofing tiles agreenish grey. The church seats 432 
persons, including the choir. The actual cost of 
the builders’ work is £9,677, which includes all 
furniture, fittings, paths, railings and gates. 

The general contractors were Messrs. George 
Bollom and Sons, Ltd., who also carried out all 
the joinery, ineluding the choir stalls. The altar 
furnishings, etc., were designed by Mrs. Ozanne, 
the acoustic consultant being Mr: Hope Bagenal, 
A.R.I.B.A. The acoustic treatment and insulation 
were by ‘Messis. Honeywell & Stein, Ltd., the 
sculpture (Portland stone) being by Mr. Newbery 
Trent, and the font (also in Portland stone) being 
by Messrs. C. W. Courtenay.

The 
facing to first-floor level is in Perrycot 
stone with hand-made silver-grey bricks 
above and continuous stone window 
heads and sills. A shallow colonnade 
is planned at ground level, recessing 
the majority of the shops, and by the 
introduction of two central arches 
accentuates the office entrance to the 
building. 

ConstrucTION.—Fcundations are r.c. 
retaining walls. Structure is steel 
frame. Walls are 14-in. brick. Floors 
are patent fire-resisting finished with 
screed for lino generally. Travertine in 
hall. The roof is a steel frame with 
r.c. panels, covered with hand-made 
sand-taced Lombardic tiles. Partitions 
ave 3-in. blocks. Windows are metal 
casements in wood frames. Doors sve 
solid flush. Stairs are r.c. with Traver- 
tine treads, risers, and dado. Wood 
work is English cedar in upper lift 
halls. 

The main entrance doors are in an 
extruded nickel-silver alloy containing 
20 per cent. nickel to avoid deteriora 
tion of surface; they are the first doors 
in London where this alloy had been 
extruded. Heating is by low-pressure 
hot water. Cost was about £110,000 
(2s. 3d. per cubie foot). The general 
contractors were Messrs. Gee, Walker &

WINNING DESIGN : 
BY MESSRS. LIONEL SMITH AND 
JAMES MELVIN, AA.R.I.B.A. 


THe award of the assessor (Mr. A. F. B. 
Anderson, F.R.I.B.A., S.A.D.G.) in this 
competition was given in our last issue. 
Mr. Anderson’s report is summarised on 
page 17, and following are extracts from 
the winners’ report :— 

Tue Civic Centre.—The buildings have 
been sited in the positions indicated in 
the conditions, and in their grouping 
particular attention has been paid to 
achieving good massing and a balanced 
effect when approaching from All Saints- 
road and as seen from Hartsdown Park. 
The main entrance to the court faces the 
junction of the New Parkway and All 
Saints-avenue, prov.ding a formal intro- 
duction to the whole civic group which 
masses up behind. The focal point is the 
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WINNING DESIGN. 


municipal office building with its 140-ft. 
high tower facing towards the south-east 
across the park. 

The elevations, designed in a simple 
and dignified manner, are of brick with 
stone dressings. The main front of the 


courts has a formal treatment as an 
introduction to the civic group. The 
police station is simple and quiet in 


character and is a link between the 
courts and the larger scale of the muni- 
cipal buildings, which are grouped around 
an open court dominated by a tower large 
enough to act as a landmark for many 
miles around. 

THE Courts Secrion.—Th's has been 
planned on one floor and is completely 
self-contained, while at ihe same time 
having direct communication with the 
police station. The three courts are all 
entered from the assembly hall, and the 
magistrates’ accommodation is secluded 
and separated from the other depart- 
ments, which are placed in their most 
suitable positions. The children’s court 
has a private entrance on the side of the 
build:ng and is adjoining the probation 
officer’s room. The detention cells are 
placed directly between the police station 
vard, from which they are approached, 
and the dock. 

The walls would be of weight-bearing 
brick construction, supporting hollow-tile 
floors with reinforced concrete beams, 
and the internal partitions would be 
independent of the structure. Windows 
would be metal. 

VENTILATION.—The quarter sessions’ 
court has both top and clerestorey light- 
ing and ventilation. The clean, clear 
atmosphere, of Margate only demands 
artificial ventilation by means of extract 
fans to assist the natural circulation of 
air. Low-pressure hot water (supplied 
from the police station boiler-house) by 
means of radiators generally and con- 
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cealed heating panels in the court and 
assembly hall. 

THe Potice Sratrion.—This has been 
planned as one simple, compact block 
with the charge room and police office 
placed directly opposite the main en- 
trance and adjacent to the prisoners’ and 
police entrance, so having complete con- 
trol of everyone using the building. The 
cell corridor leads directly out of the 
charge room, allowing ideal supervision 
of all the cells, which are easily accessible 
to the dock. The yard is a good rectan- 
gular shape entirely screened from the 
road and with the outdoor departments 
grouped round it. Construction would be 
weight-bearing brick walls with hollow- 
tile floors and roofs, and metal windows. 

Future extensions would be provided 
by building a first floor over the A.R.P. 
stores, which would considerably increase 
the available area of office accommodation. 

Frre Station.—This has been planned 
round an unobstructed and ample drill 
yard which has access from Hartsdown- 
road and All Saints-avenue. The build- 
ings are all simple in shape for the sake 
of economy, and a glazed covered washing 
space has been provided which is addi- 
tional to the area required for the drill 
vard. The engine-house would be con- 
structed with a steel frame, cantilevered 
out to support the glazing to the washing 
space. The outbuildings would be of 
solid brick construction supporting light 
steel roof trusses covered with sheeting 
and glazing. Floors and roofs would be 
of hollow tile, except over the A.R.P. 
shelter, where reinforced concrete would 
be used. Heated floor panels would be 
provided in the engine-room and unit 
heaters in the workshop and A.F.S. stores. 

Hovsinc Grovup.—This is planned as 
a rectangular group having a_ recessed 
centre to Hartsdown-road and with direct 
access to the fire station drill-yard. 


MunicreaL Orrices.—The municipal 
offices have been planned as a compact 
yet open block, with easy and direct cir- 
culations and with the council and com- 
mittee suites separated from the offices. 
Particular regard has been paid to the 
planning of the various departments in 
their correct relation to one another, and 
easy access is provided to those depart- 
ments visited by the public. The public 
rates office has been given careful con- 
sideration in its detail planning and 
public entrance. The entrance hall is 
spacious, and the main staircase monu- 
mental and broad in treatment, with the 
lift directly opposite the main entrance. 
A whole wing on the first floor is occu- 
pied by the committee and the council 
suite; the committee rooms being placed 
en suite at one end to take full advantage 
of the fine outlook across the park and 
to enable them to be planned to the best 
advantage as a reception suite. 

The structure would be of solid brick, 
with weight-bearing external and corridor 
walls, supporting hollow-tile floors and 


roofs with reinforced concrete beams 
where required, the office partitions 
being hollow-tile blocks built indepen- 


dently of the structure to give the utmost 
flexibility of office rearrangement. Metal 
windows would be employed with stone 
surrounds and sills. 

The entrance-hall, main landing and 
staircase would be paved with carefully 
patterned polished stone, the walls lined 
with marble, and the ceilings of fibrous 
plaster. 

Estimate or Cost.—-Including for drain- 
age, heating and hot water, ventilation 
plant, electric lighting and power, council 
chamber, and court seating and fittings, 
decorations, and for the complete layori 
of the site, including all boundary wal’s, 
paving, ete., the estimated cost of the 
scheme amounts to £146,834.

TIMBER CONTROL. 

1. The Minister of Supply has made the 
Control of Timber (No. 7) Order, 1939, which, 
as from January 1, 

(a) amends the provisions of the Control of 

Timber (No. 4) Order, 1939, by giv:ng power 

to the Minister to issue special or general 

directions in regard to the purchase of 
timber or boxboards situate outside the 

United Kingdom ; and 

\b) brings in a_ new licensing system to 

control the use by consumers of stocks of 

timber owned by them. 

2. Under the new consumers’ licensing sys- 
tem, no person having any stocks of timber 
acquired at any time by him otherwise than 
under the provisions of the Control of Timber 
Orders (e.g., by ‘* Acquisition’’ licences 
granted under the No. 5 Order) may consume 
such stocks except under the authority of a 
‘*consumer’s’’ licence or in accordance with 
a special or general direction issued by the 
Minister. 

3. There are certain exceptions to this 
licensing system. Holders of stock may con- 
sume up to 50 standards of softwood, 2,0C0 
cubic feet of hardwood, and 20 cubic metres 
of plywood without licence. 

4. Government Departments and certain 
undertakings may consume stocks without 
licence under specified conditions until further 
notice. Details of these exceptions are given 
in the Control of Timber (No. 7) Order, 1939, 
Direction No. 1. 

5. Subject always to the control of the 
Headquarters Department of the Timber 
Control, the ‘‘ consumer’s’’ licensing system 
introduced by the No. 7 Order will be operated 
by the Timber Control Area Officers. Copies 
of forms of application for licences should, 
therefore, be obtained from and returned when 
completed to the appropriate officers at the 
addresses shown below.

Adjustment Against a Contingency Sum. 

Sir,—Ils there a definite ruling regard- 
ing the adjustment against a contingency 
sum? The case in point refers to a con- 
tingency of £25 reserved for certain ex- 
perimental work in connection with a 
decorative scheme, and I am anxious to 
know how the actual cost may be invoiced. 

Normally, the procedure I have adopted 
has been to take the net wages and mate- 
rials, together with travelling expenses 
and such like, and cost them up as a 
daywork job with all the normal works 
overheads and percentages used in com- 
piling an estimate. 

It has, however, occurred to me that a 
procedure may have been laid down, 
although the present contract makes no 
mention of any such matters either con- 
cerning daywork or this contingency.

A correspondent writes: There is no 
iegal ruling except that it has been stated 
that where a contingency is put into a 
contract it is contemplated “‘ that that 
part of the work will in the first place be 
carried out by somebody other than the 
general contractor.’ 

In practice, a contingency is entirely 
under the control of the architect or engi- 
neer of the employer. If the general con- 
tractor himself performs the work under 
the contingency, he is entitled to put him- 
self into the same position as if the work 
had been done by a sub-contractor. 

If, as appears, the inquirer has himself 
done the work coming within the con- 
tingency, the rule is that it must be 
measured and paid for under the general 
contract prices if the descriptions, labour, 
ete., and their prices, are to be found 
therein. If not, then at prices, etc., analo- 
gous thereto. In this instance the work 
done appears to be work quite different 
from that included in the contract. The 
method to be employed, therefore, is to 
take the prime cost, and add thereto 
profit and overhead charges. Usually 
about 15 per cent. is allowed. 

The prime cost, of course, would include 
the daywork. of the men, and materials 
used. 

The above is, as stated, the usual prac- 
tice. There is no “definite ruling.” Each 
case must be dealt with as seems best, 
and on its merits, having regard always 
to the terms of the contract. 





MARGATE CIVIC CENTRE 


THE ASSESSOR’S REPORT. 


THE award in this competition was 
given in our last issue, and the winning 
design is now printed in pages 14-16. Fol- 
lowing are extracts from the report of the 
assessor (Mr. A. F. B. Anderson) : — 


The 23 designs generally reach a very high 
average of merit, and the draughtsmanship 
i: most cases is particularly good. The pre- 
miated and commended designs all show very 
great ability, and if none of the solutions can 
be described as outstanding, any of these 
would produce a Civic Centre of character 
and distinction. 

Many competitors seem to have found the 
planning of the Police Headquarters to be 
one of the most difficult of the problems con- 
fronting them. The Fire Staiion was 
generally well conceived, but a number of 
competitors failed to obtain a_ well-propor- 
tioned Drill Yard, and the lay-out of the 
firemen’s houses was in most dis- 
appointing.

In the Municipal Offices none of the com 
petitors, in my opinion, succeeded in finding 
a solution of the planning problem presented 
by this type of building, and this despite an 
open and unrestricted site. I would have «le- 
sired to see the administrative departments, 
with their public traffic, more completely 
separated from the Council’s section of the 
building, and also more attention paid to the 
development of the reception rooms. 

No. 13 [Smith and Melvin] is a simple, 
dignified and _ well-balanced scheme. The 
planning is direct and logically developed... . 
The elevations, which have been treated very 
simply, have a pleasing character and good 
proportion. This competitor makes full use 
of the extended site. The Municipal 
Offices form a dignified and imposing build- 
ing. I would like to see the members’ 
room at first floor developed as a suite of 
reception rooms overlooking the park. By 
the provision of an additional staircase ad- 
joining the main entrance, to serve all office 
floors, traffic to the administrative depart- 
ments could be segregated and the approach 
to the Council suite properly controlled. 

Design No. 22 [Scott, Shepherd and Break- 
well] is also a very fine scheme, the lay-out 
of which follows very closely that of No. 13. 
The arrangement of the Courts and Police 
Station is not so satisfactory as in No. 13. 
The Court obtains no direct daylight, and the 
departments in the Police Station are scat- 
tered and control would not be so effectively 
maintained. On the other hand, the Fire 
Station is very well planned, and in this 


section this scheme is one of the best sub- 
mitted. 
Design No. 18 [Vine and Vine].—This 


competitor has developed his scheme within 
the boundaries of the site originally provided. 
The planning throughout is cleverly handled 
and shows a thorough knowledge of the work- 
ing conditions in the Police and Fire Station 
sections. The treatment of the Municipal 
Offices as a symmetrical building with a cen- 
tral tower creates a dominant centre on the 
Municipal Office building, and tends to divide 
the scheme into separate parts. 

Design No. 1 [Sir John Brown, Henson 
and Ward—Commended| is a finely conceived 
scheme which displays great architectural 
ability, but the planning of the Police and 
Fire Stations is not so good as in the pre- 
miated designs. In the Municipal Offices the 
Councii suite is placed in a separate wing and 
is finely laid out for reception purposes. The 
Council Chamber is wrongly placed at the end 
of the wing, where it is too far from the 
administrative departments. 

Design No. 2 [W. G. Sinning—Com- 
mended] is also a very interesting scheme 
which has been closely studied. The plan- 
ning, however, lacks the simplicity and 
directness of the premiated schemes, and the 
various sections are not sufficiently self. 
contained.
